

Officers expect more arrests 

System 


assists 

police

Those thinking they can 
hide from the Romulus police 
department should think 
again. 

With the implementation of 
a revolutionary system, cri- 
minal information is being re- 
ceived faster, and a 30 to 40 
percent increase in arrests is 
expected to begin im- 
mediately. 

‘‘It’s a computer system de- 
signed to allow us access to 
personal and other informa- 
tion more quickly and accur- 
ately than ever before,” said 
Lt. Eric Painter, patrol 
lieutenant. 

They’re called Mobile Data 
Terminals (MODATS), and 
are run through a base station 
located at the Dearborn 
Police Department. Romulus 
is the ninth area police de- 
partment to be linked tc*tbe 
system. Others include: 
Westland, Allen Park, Mel- 
vindale, River Rouge, 
Ecorse, Garden City, and the 
Michigan State Police Auto 
Theft Department. 

Linked to computers at the 
Secretary of State, the 
National Crime Information 
Computer and the Law En- 
forcement Information Net- 
work, the system allows offic- 
ers to enter license plate num- 
bers checking for stolen vehi- 
cles, to check driving records 
and to check for warrants and 
arrests without going through 
a dispatcher. 

‘‘In the past, we would have 
to go through a dispatcher to 
get any information and if 
they’re busy, it may take 
valuable time to get back with 
us, causing us to lose a sus- 
pect,” Painter said. ‘‘With 
this new system, we don’t 
have to wait for anyone, and 
the dispatchers are freed to 
take more time with 
emergency calls.” 

Unlike most computer sys- 
tems that must be linked with 
a modem, MODAT transmits 
through radio waves, allow- 
ing it to be used almost any- 
where. 

Currently, the Romulus 
police department has one 
unit mounted in each patrol 
car, and two portable MOD- 
AT units. 

“With the system mounted 
in vehicles, we also have the 
ability to communicate with 
one or all of our vehicles, as

well as vehicles within the 
other linked police depart- 
ments,” Painter said. 

In these days when police 
radios are monitored, that’s 
an extra blessing, according 
to Painter. 

‘‘A lot of times, we’ll get 
calls about disturbances and 
by the time we arrive, the peo- 
ple have heard about it 
through their monitors and 
it’s quiet, as if nothing ever 
happened,” Painter said. 

‘‘With the ability to communi- 
cate through the terminals, 
we can get there before any- 
one knows we’re coming.” 

They also have better 
chances of catching suspects 
in stolen vehicles, Painter 
said. 

“If we suspect someone, we 
can check the plate just by 
pushing a few numbers, and 
we can arrest them before 
they even have a chance to get 
away,” he said. 

The terminal can also be 
used it to pull up statistics on 
hazardous materials. 

“If we come upon an acci- 
dent involving a vehicle with 
hazardous materials, we can 
run statistics to find out what 
kind of chemicals are in- 
volved, helping us and even 
the fire department so that 
they know what to fight with if 
a fire arises,” Painter said. 

But one of the greatest 
advantages of the system is 
that it’s easy to use. Accord- 
ing to Painter, it takes only 
about two hours to teach an 
officer how the system works.

The Romulus Fire Depart- 
ment is looking for assistance 
in educating children regard- 
ing the dangers of fire. 

In a continuing commitment 
to fire prevention, the depart- 
ment is organizing a Fire and 
Burn Safety program for the 
children of Romulus, said Fire 
Chief William Greenslait. 
"We’d like to make it an annual 
event, and we’re looking for 
sponsors,” Greenslait said 
He said that in the past, 
many people have been soli- 
cited for bogus causes by peo- 
ple claiming to be from the fire 


department, and would like to 
let the public know that this is a 
real program, and it is “...a 
very worthy cause,” he said. 

K.C. Wilkerson. area fire 
safety coordinator of the 
National Fire Safety Council, 
Inc., is assisting local firemen 
with the planning and delivery 
of the program which will be 
presented to school children 
this year. 

“Over 2,000 youngsters, ages 
five through 12 will be reached 
through the program,” said 
Greenslait. 

In addition to moral support 
and direction, children will re- 
ceive educational fire preven- 
tion materials targeted for 


each specific age group. 

A fire safety guide-book with 
24 activity pages will be among 
the multitude of materials. 
Compiled by educators, the 
book is designed to stimulate 
children’s awareness and inde- 
pendent thinking about the ev- 
eryday fire hazards they may 
encounter, according to 
Greenslait. 

Various other fire safety 
booklets, brochures, folders 
and posters will also be avail- 
able as part of the program. 
These will include tips on pre- 
venting destructive fires, pain- 
ful burns, disfiguring injuries 
and needless death

Romulus resident Ronald 
Merritt II, is recovering from 
injuries sustained in a collision 
with a train Aug. 9. 

The accident occurred at ab- 
out 4:17 a.m. on the CSX rail- 
road crossing on Ecorse Road 
in Romulus.

The vehicle was 
dragged for 700 feet before fall- 
ing from the tracks. 

According to police, the J aws 
of Life were needed to remove 
Merritt from the vehicle. He 
was then taken by helicopter to 
St. Joseph’s Hospital in Ypsi- 
lanti, where he was listed in se- 
rious condition. 

According to family mem- 
bers, he is now well on his way 
to recovery. 

All gates and lights were in 
working order, according to 
police. The accident is under 
investigation. 


Vehicle permit 
law enforced 


Fire officials seeking program sponsors

Romulus officials have be- 
gun to stringent enforcement of 
a local ordinance requiring a 
permit for vehicle parking or 
storage of recreational vehi- 
cles on or near residential 
property. 

Although the law has been in 
effect for many years, no one 
has ever come in for a permit 
and it wasn’t until recently that 
officials actually started to en- 
force the ordinance, according 
to David Paul, director of the 
Romulus Building Depart- 
ment. Now, residents must 
take action to get permits or 
may soon be asked to remove 
the vehicles. 

“We had some complaints 
about a semi-trailer parked on 
a resident’s property so we are 
beginning to really take a look 
within the city,” said Paul. 

The resident in question had 
the two-axle, semi-trailer in 
her yard since 1979. It was 
painted to match her pole barn 
and hidden behind it, not visi- 
ble from the road. 

‘‘Still, someone recently 
complained so I went in to get a 


permit and was denied,” the 
resident said. 

“She was denied because her 
trailer was 30-feet in length and 
the ordinance permits vehicles 
24-foot in length or smaller," 
said Paul. "All vehicles beyond 
that length will have to be re- 
moved unless they can show 
hardship.” 

The ordinance will affect 
those with mobile homes, 
travel trailers, buses, con- 
verted buses or boats in excess 
of 24-feet in length. These vehi- 
cles will not be allowed to be 
parked or stored in an open 
area for a period of more than 
48 hours, unless a permit has 
been issued by the building de- 
partment, the ordinance 
states. 

If the vehicle is more than 24- 
feet in length, the resident may 
appear before the board of 
appeals. There a determina- 
tion will be made as to the 
granding of a permit. 

"We’ll soon be sending let- 
ters to any resident with an un- 
authorized vehicle asking them 
to come in for a permit,” Paul 
said. “If they do not come in, 
further action will be taken, 
and the vehicle may have to be 
removed from the premises.”

A debate continues as to 
whether or not Stella’s Cafe on 
the corner of Ecorse and Far- 
num Roads will have to close. 

Last week, an area resident 
informed members of the City 
Council that patrons of the cafe 
are in the habit of parking vehi- 
cles at a nearly vacant lot 
which causes a traffic hazard 
He told members of the council 
that visibility was impaired at 
the corner where the trucks are 
parked and that dust they kick 
up when driving through the 
unpaved lot is also a vision 
hazard. 

Ed Lewis, son of cafe owner 
Stella Lewis, said the res- 
taurant has been using the lot 
for parking for years, and 
doesn’t see any problem. 

"We maintain the lot and 
have used it for years,” Lewis 
said. "We have it oiled and 
graded regularly, and have 
never had any complaints.” 

The property is owned by 
George Yono who claims that 
he allowed Lewis to use the lot 
in return for a minimal pay- 
ment of rent. 

‘ • But they stopped paying the 
rent last year, and I don't want 
her there anymore,” Yono 
said. "If she gets closed down. 


it’s just as well because I can't 
get her to cooperate with me." 

Lewis confirmed that they 
did stop paying rent at the be- 
ginning of the year but it was

Teen educates kids 
about drug dangers

It’s often difficult to keep the 
attention of a young child, espe- 
cially when trying to discuss a 
serious subject. But it can be 
done, according to Christopher 
W. Thompson, 17, of Romulus. 

A firm believer in the “Say 
no to Drugs” motto, Thompson 
represented Michigan in the re- 
cent Moose International Stu- 
dent Congress for Drug and 
Alcohol Awareness, bringing 
with him his theory on educat- 
ing young children about the 
dangers of drugs. 

Chosen by school adminis- 
trators at the request of Belle- 
ville Moose Lodge 934, Thomp- 
son bested 80 teens from 
throughout the state who com- 
peted for the honor of partici- 
pating in the International Stu- 
dent Congress held in 
Anaheim, Calif, this year. 
There, he was able to present 
his theory and listen to imput 
from 62 other participants 
from the United States, Canada 
and Great Britian. 

“Children are very open 
minded, and teaching them ab- 
out dangers and risks at a 
young age could prevent them 
from ever trying drugs in the 
future,” Thompson said. 


He and other participants 
discussed ways the use of their 
teenage power could help youn- 
ger children build resistance to 
drug use. As a result of their 
discussions, each developed a 
presentation of their own, 
which they intend to take home 
to youngsters in their com- 
munities. 

As an incentive, each teen 
submitting six reports on sepa- 
rate presentations will be en- 
tered into a drawing for a $1,000 
college scholarship. 

“I came up with a rap song, 
and I intend to present it to the 
kids who I work with at the 
summer programs in Romu- 
lus,” said Thompson. 

“The rhythm and the words 
expressed in his song may just 
be enough to interest the chil- 
dren into really paying atten- 
tion,” said Maxine Fuller, ex- 
ecutive secretary of develop- 
ment for the Moose. “I think he 
has a good chance of winning 
the competition.” 

But whether or not he wins 
the scholarship is not what’s 
most important to Thompson. 

"Most of all, I just hope to be 
an influence on the younger 
generation so that there can be 
more control on the use of 
drugs in the future,” he said.

because she took over cost of 
maintenance of the property.

“The restuarant has been 
here since 1951 and we are very 
busy,” Lewis said.

“I would also like to see more 
single-family residential 
homes,” he said.

Early detection is 
man’s best defense 
against prostate 
cancer

Every man over age 40 is at risk 
of developing prostate cancer, the 
most common form of cancer 
among men in the United States. 
Early detection and prompt 
treatment are the key factors to the 
control and possible cure of the 
disease. 

The prostate is part of the male 
reproductive system Its primary 
purpose is to produce a component 
of semen. 

A simple test may save your life 

A simple screening test is the 
all-important first step in 
diagnosing prostate cancer. The 
screening is painless and takes 
less than a minute — a minute 
that may save your life. If the test 
Indicates a possible abnormality, 
your physician may request 
additional Information through a 
blood test or ultrasound. 

You should not wait for prostate 
cancer to show symptoms. The 
disease is deceptive in that there 
usually arc no warning signs 
during its earlier, more curable 
stages. See vour doctor 
immediately If you notice: 

• weak or interrupted (low of 
urine 

• inability to urinate, difficulty to 
begin urinating, or the need to 


urinate frequently, especially 
at night 

• blood in the urine or semen 

• continuing pain in the lower 
back, pelvis, or upper thighs. 

Higher risk for older men 

All men are susceptible to 
prostate cancer, but the risk grows 
significantly from age 40 and older. 
Average age of diagnosis is 70; 
about 20 percent of prostate 
cancers are diagnosed in men age 
65 years or younger. 

Surgery, radiation, and 
hormone therapy are effective 
treatments for prostate cancer. 

There are no proven measures 
to prevent prostate cancer, 
although the American Cancer 
Society suggests a low- fat diet.

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TRAVEL TIPS 

European trains are generally 
clean, comfortable and on 
time. Rail travel Is an excellent 
alternative to renting a car, 
especially if you're not com- 
fortable with strange road 
signs and European speed 
limits. A Eurailpass is really a 
bargain if you plan to travel 
extensively, but you can also 
purchase individual tickets 
between specific cities if travel 
will be more limited. 

To give you an idea of how 
quickly you can travel bet- 
ween cities by rail. I'll provide a 
few examples of average time 
and the mileage For instance, 
Amsterdam to Cologne is 162 
miles and takes 3 hours. Bar- 
celona to Madrid is 430 miles 
and takes 6 3/4 hours Brussels 
to Paris is 195 miles and takes 2 
1/2 hours and Paris to Geneva 
is 391 miles and takes just 3 1/2 
hours. Rome to Florence is 198 
miles and takes 2 1/4 hours, 
approximately the same as 
Florence to Venice. You can 
go from Frankfurt to Munich, a 
distance of 287 miles, in 3 3/4 
hours. 

You can travel by rail every 
country in Europe, usually with 
a choice of first or second 
class. Obviously there’s a dif- 
ference in comfort but you 
might wish to travel second 
class on short journeys where 
you're more likely to meet the 
local people. 

In addition to Eurailpass which 
covers all of Europe and indi- 
vidual tickets for specific jour- 
neys. most European countries 
also have their own passes for 
varying lengths of time and 
with the option of first and sec- 
ond class They also frequently 
include applicable buses, 
steamers and ferries, so call us 
for tickets.

The sins of 
the fathers 

The lessons of Cooper School in Westland are painful, emo- 
tional and expensive. They are, however, important to the 
very survival of each of us. 

The school, located in Westland, has been the scene of re- 
cent controversy following the discovery early this spring of 
medical waste on the playground and more recent disclosures 
that the structure is built on the site of a former Wayne County 
dump where toxic materials were buried many years ago. 

Parents, fearing for the children’s safety, have demanded 
the transfer of children or the closing of the school. To meet 
those demands, Livonia school officials, who operate the facil- 
ity, have agreed to move classes to a school building across 
the street, which has not proven satisfactory to parents. Test- 
ing continues at the school sites, and contamination has been 
established. All that isn’t known to date is the level of toxic 
chemicals in the soil and air and the potential risk to the health 
of those in the area. 

That situation, coupled with the recent news of possible 
contamination of groundwater in Sumpter Township, has 
many people in the area wondering about the safety of each of 
us in our everyday lives. We are all now, it appears, paying an 
exorbitant price for the lack of knowledge of our forebears. 

There was a time, in the not-too-distant past when the dis- 
position of paints, chemicals, manufacturing waste and any- 
thing else thought to be of no use was a simple matter. It was 
merely hauled to the nearest dump or, if more convenient, 
poured down the sewer or into the ground. There was no 
malice, no intent to do harm. There was, however, a great deal 
of ignorance and innocence regarding the consequences of 
those actions. 

Would any of those who disposed of toxic wastes in that 
manner actually do so today, knowing full well the threat such 
acts could and will have on the very continuance of our spe- 
cies? Perhaps there are some individuals unscrupulous 
enough to take such action, but in the case of those responsible 
for what has been discovered at Cooper School and other sites 
in our area, we doubt that the motive was other than ignor- 
ance. Unfortunately, that ignorance can kill. 

We hope that together the officials from the state and coun- 
ty and local residents can diagnose the problem at Cooper 
School and devise a clean up procedure which will eliminate 
the hazard which may exist. We hope, even more fervently, 
that no child has been injured by exposure to whatever may be 
in the soil. 

These are painful and dangerous lessons. Let us hope we 
learn quickly. 

A waste of time, 
energy and money 

We believe in community activism. We appreciate indi- 
viduals who take the time and expend the energy necessary to 
become involved in their local government and their schools. 

And we firmly support the right of the voter to recall elected 
officials who act in a manner inconsistent with the best in- 
terests of the constituents and those who voted them into 
• office. 

We take none of these things lightly, however, and fully 
understand the consequences of these actions, on both sides. 

Last week, the county elections commission rejected prop- 
osed language of recall petitions aimed at three members of 
the Wayne-Westland school board. That is a decision we ap- 
plaud. A special recall election to remove these three from 
office would cost the taxpayers nearly $12,000 in funds that 
might be better spent on programs and materials. 

In June, voters replaced three members of this board, send- 
ing a loud message to those in office. There will be another 
election next June, and one of the recall targets has already 
announced she will not seek office. 

We believe it best to work within the system with those 
presently charged to manage the district. We urge the recall 
supporters to rechannel their energies into other solutions and 
actions which will promote an atmosphere of cooperation and 
good management. 

If that cannot be achieved, voters will know what to do in 
June.

New property tax 
proposed by group 

To the editor: 

A coalition of Macomb County 
Democratic federal and state 
lawmakers have launched a 
statewide petition drive to give 
Michigan homeowners a long- 
overdue school property tax 
break. 

Homeowners throughout the 
state have been demanding a 
property tax break for some 
time. The Michigan Homeow- 
ners Tax Break Committee 
started this drive because we 
believe the average homeowner 
needs and deserves a shcool 
property tax break. 

Under the MHTBC plan, if the 
market value of your home is 
more than $60,000, the first 
$30,000 would be exempt from 
school property taxes. School 
property taxes are approx- 
imately 65 percent of a homeow- 
ner’s total property tax bill. If 
your home carries a market 
value of $60,000 or less, 50 per- 
cent of its market value would 
be exempt. 

There will be no cutbacks in 
school services as a result of this 
tax break. There will be no 
change in the homestead ex- 
emption rebate formula, nor 
will there be an increase in the 
sales or income taxes when this 
tax break goes into effect. 

As part of our petition drive 
we have included a funding 
mechanism to pay for the tax

break for the average homeow- 
ner. The tax break will be paid 
for by repealing two business 
tax loopholes-industrial tax 
abatements and the capital ac- 
quisition deduction. 

The average homeowner will 
save $500 a year, including the 
first year. There is no phase in 
with this tax break. We also 
have the exemption indexed for 
inflation to protect 
homeowenrs. The community, 
including business, will benefit 
because homeowners will have 
more money to spend on goods 
and services. 

Our plan is straightforward 
and direct. It tells you who will 
benefit-the average homeow- 
ner. It spells out how we pay for 
the tax break-repeal ITA and 
CAD. It will not cause cutbacks 
in our schools because it is fully 
funded. It is now up to citizens to 
decide if they want a tax break 
or keep special interest 
loopholes in the tax code.

Ryan rallies, wins by 4 strokes 


Star comes out in time to shine at

Kevin Ryan and Matt Wiley 
have been fierce golfing com- 
petitors and good friends for 12 
years, which might explain the 
generosity they showed one 
another at Fellows Creek Golf 
Course in Canton Township 
Sunday. 

Arguably two of the top 
amateur players in Michigan, 
the pair traded both the lead 
and the momentum several 
times before Ryan finally sur- 


vived to win the 32nd City 
Championship Golf Tourna- 
ment. 

It was the fifth city cham- 
pionship for Ryan, an Inkster 
resident, tying the record for 
most titles set by A1 Whited and 
Tom Piscopink. Ryan won his 
second straight city crown and 
fourth in the last five years. 

Ryan, 30, shot a 74 Sunday for 
a two-round total of 147, three 
strokes over par. But Wiley’s 
final round might be remem- 
bered most in future stories ab- 
out this tournament. 


Wiley, 34, fired a three- 
under-par 70 Saturday but 
struggled to an 81 Sunday, los- 
ing his three-stroke lead over 
Ryan and a bit of his compo- 
sure, but not his sense of 
humor. 

"We both swapped it around 
today,” said Wiley, who fell 
back into a second place tie 
with Claude Johnston of West- 
land at 151. "There were some 
times when I felt like I was 
shooting 100 and Kevin didn’t 
putt like he could. We play this 
course so often but I guess real

and a bogey at number eight to 
fall two strokes off Ryan's 
pace. 

But he recovered on the ninth 
green, thanks to a steady put- 
ter. He rolled in a 15-foot birdie 
putt that propelled him for the 
next three holes. 

However the 13th and 16th 
holes were the deciding factors 
down the stretch. 

Tied at even par through 12 
holes, Wiley bogeyed the par- 
five 13th while Ryan saved par 
from a nearly unplayable lie 
along the fence that rounds the 
green. 

After the two exchanged 
bogeys. Wiley put his tee shot 
at the par-four 16th under a tree 
on a downhill lie. Then his 
second shot was a line drive 
into the creek that runs in front 
of the green. One chip and two 
putts later, Wiley had a triple- 
bogey seven for the hole. 

"I had a choice there,” Wiley 
said. “I was looking at going 
two strokes down and I tried to 
do something to get back into 
the chase, but I just hit a terri- 
ble drive under the tree.” 

Ryan, up by four strokes with 
two holes to play, knew it was 
over at that point. 

"When he went in the water, I 
just made sure that my 
approach shot made the 
green,” Ryan said. “At that 
point, I figured four shots was a 
safe lead. I felt confident.” 

It was just safe enough. Ryan 
bogeyed the par-four 17th while 
Wiley birdied it with an 
approach shot that landed just 
5-feet from the pin. Ryan, two 
strokes over par, led by only 
two strokes. 

But when Wiley’s drive at the 
par-three 18th sailed onto Lotz 
Road, the hole and the tourna- 
ment belonged to Ryan. 

For Ryan, the tournament 
was a chance to prepare for the 
U.S. Amateur Championship in 
Chattanooga, Tenn. this 
weekend. Ryan qualified for 
his third career U.S. Amateur 
Aug. 5. 

"I think I'm becoming a bet- 
ter player,” Ryan said. "I’ve 
learned to manage the course 
better. At times I struggle with 
the driver but I’m a lot more 
consistent now.” 

Johnston made his presence 
felt playing with Ryan and 
Wiley all afternoon. He quietly 
made four birdies en route to a 
final round score of 76. 

"Before the day started, I 
thought I could catch him 
(Wiley),” said Johnston, who 
won the tournament in 1972 and 
1982.

Walker edges Lane by 2 
strokes to win 1 st crown

She said she was "very apprehensive’ about 
entering the tournament, and decided to play on 
a last-minute impulse. 

Brenda Walker of Westland is probably glad 
she made the decision.

(for 9) average golfer, and the tournament ex- 
perience will help her improve upon her game. 

Bill Hawley, tournament director said he was 
impressed by the performances and the persist- 
ence displayed by the women golfers. 

"Although we didn't have many out there," 
Hawley said, "I believe that the word will get 
around and the numbers will be there a year 
from now." 

The City Championship Golf tournament is 
cosponsored by The Associated Newspapers and 
the parks and recreation departments of Wayne. 
Westland, Inkster, Romulus, and Canton 
Township. 

The top five finishers of each of the cham- 
pionship divisions qualify to compete in the 
MPR state championships which will be con- 
ducted in September in Marysville.

Pontiac Division kicked off 
the 1991 model year with the 
early introduction of its new for 

1991 full-size Pontiac Bonnevil- 
le SE-a full-size sedan with 
more standard features than 
ever before along with the most 
progressive styling and adv- 
anced performance avialable 
in a large sedan. 

Production of the new Bonne- 
ville SE, the first of three all- 
new, full-size Pontiac sedans, 
began in early May with the 
new models reaching Pontiac 
dealerships during July. The 

1992 model marks the 35th 
anniversary for the Bonneville 
marque. 

Top-of-the-line SSE and SSEi 
models offering wind-cheating 
aerodynamic design, traction 
control, driver and front pas- 
senger air bags and a 205 horse- 
power supercharged 3800 


Series V6 will be available this 
faU. 

“In either version, Pontiac 
has a contemporary alterna- 
tive to the buyer who wants the 
convenience of a full-size sedan 
without the appearance of a 
traditional family car,” said 
John G. Middlebrook, Pontiac 
general manager and a Gener- 
al Motors vice president. “And 
all models are equipped and 
priced to appeal to a wide 
range of tastes and pocket- 
books.”. 

With a number of items stan- 


dard for 1992 that were either 
optional or unavailable on '91 
models-driver’s side air bag, 
power door locks, power win- 
dows, air conditioning, pass- 
key theft deterrent system, tilt- 
wheel steering column, fog 
lamps and much more-the 
Bonneville SE has a manufac- 
turer’s retail price of $18,599. 

“The value of the Bonneville 
SE has been increased com- 
pared to 1991’s lowest-priced 
Bonneville-the LE series,” 
said Middlebrook. “In fact, the 
Bonneville SE base price is 


approximately $300 lower than 
the 1991 Bonneville LE base 
price after adjusting for the fe- 
atures that we made standard 
in 1992.” 

Both the SSE and SSEi series 
offer styling distinctively diffe- 
rent from the Bonneville SE, 
along with more standard 
equipment. 

The additional equipment 
that differentiates the mid- 
level Pontiac SSE from the 
standard Bonneville SE in- 
cludes aero ground effects and 
decklid spoiler, standard anti- 
lock brakes, 16-inch aluminum 
wheels, sport suspension and 
electronic ride control, 45/45 
bucket seats with floor and 
overhead consoles and an AM/ 
FM stereo cassette with 
graphic equalizer and six- 
speaker performance sound 
system. 


These items and others that 
are optional or not available on 
the SSE series are standard on 
the highly contented SSEi 
which offers just four option- 
leather seating, heated wind- 
shield. power sunroof and De- 
lco stereo with compact disc 
player and five-band graphic 
equalizer-to round off its leng- 
thy list of standard equipment. 

The SSE carries and $23,999 
recommended price-$l,265 be- 
low the starting price for the 
1991 SSE even with the addition 
of a standard driver’s side air 
bag-while the topline SSEi is 
offered with a $28,045 recom- 
mended price. 

The new Bonneville design is 
the first complete makeover 
since the H-body series was 
announced five years ago. The 
sheet metal is all-new and the 
dramatic styling is both excit- 
ing and purposeful throughout 
the model range, according to a 
spokesman. 

The 1992 model year repre- 
sents the 35th anniversary of 
the Bonneville nameplate. Ori- 
ginally announced in 1957. Bon- 
neville was a limited edition 
convertible built to showcase 
Pontiac’s first fuel-injection 
system. Beginning in 1958, Bon- 
neville became one of Pon- 
tiac’s first fuel-injection sys- 
tem. Beginning in 1958, Bonne- 
ville became one of Pontiac’s 
most enduringly popular regu- 
lar series nameplates. Over the 
years, more than 2.7 million 


Bonnevilles have been sold. 
The current generation Bonne- 
ville was first announced for 
the 1987 model year.

pected to have an average 
annual household income of. 
$58,000 while Pontiac SSE and 
SSEi buyers will be in the 
$80,000 to $100,000 income 
range.
